The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
reviewing the amendment and remarks filed on August 18, 2006, the claims were found 
to be allowable since no prior art could be found teaching or suggesting a device or 
system for engaging an area of tissue comprising: a clamp comprising a mount and a 
slideable jaw coupled to the mount, the slideable jaw is spring biased relative to the 
mount to slideably urge the jaw toward a clamping engagement with the retractor 
element within the opening, as claimed in Claims 1 , 8 and 16.
